Hankow, 2nd Octobor. 
This afternoon I crossed and re-crossed 
an urea of the most dreadful dosolation it 


has ever beon my misfortune to see. Near- 
ly ona quarter of the native city of Han- 
kow has been laid in- ashes, At 1 am. 
to-day the fire started in a gambling house, 
situated heside a small loke, formed by 
flood water jast inside the north wall of 
Uho city, It was ciused,- as usual, by the 
upsotting of a large ‘kerosene oil lamp 
and, also, as usual, all that tho inmates 
thought of was to seok .sufety in flight 
with the moat direful results tn this cose. 
A strong northerly gale has boon blow. 
ing here for tha past two duys, and when 
once the house caught fire, the flames, fan- 
ued by the strong ale, spread with the 
most amazing rapidity, Unfortunately the 
immediate neighbourhood was covered by 
wretched huts of the lath and plaster atyle 
of architecture, and nothing thet could be 
done by the unfurtunato inmates could 
check the progress of the flamos.
